Sing In Interview 


Mrs. Snyder Spends Much 
Time Reading; Appeals 
Are Prepared

end H enry Judd G ray, condem ned 
to die in the electric chair for the 
m u rd er of the woman s husband, Al­ 
bert S n y d ei, are w’ell-behaved pris- 
cners, aw aiting their fate calmly, ac­ 
cording to W arden Lewis E. Lawes 
oi Sing Sing prison. 
They never see 
each o th er and have not exchanged 
a word f-1nee they were brought w ith­ 
in the grim w alls of the jail on May 
1C 
They occupy m uch of th eir tim e 
by reading while aw aiting a hearing 
oi th eir case on appeal on October 
24 
In an interview 
today, 
W arden 
L av es said there is no tru th in u n ­ 
authorized stones th at the two no­ 
torious prisoners have become glum 
end uncom m unicative: th a t G ray has 
sunk into a mood of deep dejection 
and lost his appetite; or that Mrs. 
Snyder is w orrying because she is 
getting fat. 
"M rs. Snyder looks about the same 
w'hen she entered," said W arden 
Lawes, 
"T here are no scales in the 
prison so I don’t know w hether she 
is getting fat or not. 
I do know she 
eats well, three tim es a day—break­ 
fast at 7, dinner at noon and supper 
at five. 
W atched C onstantly 
"She is the only woman in the 
rieathhouse. 
There are three cells in 
the wom en’s section, and she is in the 
middle cell. 
She had been in good 
spirits right along. 
There is a cot, a 
table and a wash stand in her cell 
N ight and day 
corridor outside 


watch on her. 
T here is a shower at 
the end of the corridor which she 
. is perm itted to use. 
The lights in the prison go out a t ! 
eleven o’clock but we keep a light 
lit in her corridor all night as a pre­ 
caution. 
T he deathhouse where she 
is located, is close to the Hudson 
river w ith an exercise yard nearby. 
She exercises half an hour each day. 
and frequently takes walks in the 
yard. 
It has brick walls on three 
sides and a concrete floor. 
The only 
scenery she ever sees is the sky. She 
can t see trees or buildings because 
j the walls are too high. 
"She has had her hair bobbed but 
once since she came here.
